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Roger Clemens trial continues 


WASHINGTON - A 
defense expert testified 
Wednesday that DNA from 
Roger Clemens found on a 
syringe needle could have 
been placed there inten¬ 
tionally. 

Mark Scott Taylor, a DNA 
expert and president of 
Technical Associates Inc., 
also said he couldn't rule 
out that the DNA of former 
Clemens strength coach 
Brian McNamee was on 
the needle. McNamee, the 
government's chief wit¬ 
ness, has said he saved 
the item and other medical 
waste after injecting Clem¬ 
ens with steroids. 

Taylor's testimony was 
part of a two-day assault 
launched by Clemens' law¬ 
yers on the physical evi¬ 
dence against the former 
pitcher, who is charged 
with lying to Congress in 
2008 when he denied using 
steroids or human growth 
hormone. The defense has 
been trying to show mul¬ 
tiple reasons or theories 
that the physical evidence 
might not necessarily sup¬ 
port McNamee's testimony 
that he injected Clemens. 

The government's DNA 
witness, forensic scien¬ 
tist Alan Keel, testified last 
month that it would have 
been impossible to fake the 
evidence on the needle, 
because the amount of bi¬ 
ological material on it was 
too small. 

Taylor disagreed with 
that. 

"We're dealing with a 
situation -- how much DNA 
(was there) won't be read¬ 


ily understood by someone 
who doesn't have expertise 
in this area," he said. 

Taylor's testimony was 
interrupted after the gov¬ 
ernment objected to a 
question from Clemens 
lawyer Michael Attanasio 
about the possibility of ste¬ 
roids being added to two 
cotton balls after the pitch¬ 
er's biological material was 
on them. 

With the jury cleared, 
prosecutor Courtney 
Saleski complained that 
Taylor was providing a new 
opinion. 

"I would have liked to be 
prepared for this," she said. 

U.S. District Judge Reg¬ 
gie Walton agreed. 

"It should have been pro¬ 
vided" to prosecutors, he 
said. "There's no excuse 
for this, Mr. Attanasio." 

"You all have been play¬ 
ing fast and loose, and 
I'm sick and tired of it!" 
he yelled. Walton said he 
blamed both sides, and 
noted that if he keeps Tay¬ 
lor off the stand, that would 
be unfair to Clemens. 
"Sometimes when you roll 
the dice, you lose!" 

After a break, Saleski 
said she was prepared to 
cross-examine Taylor, and 
his testimony continued. 

McNamee's estranged 
wife, Eileen McNamee, has 
been granted immunity in 
the case and will be the 
next defense witness. Cle¬ 
mens' lawyers hope that 
she will be able to discredit 
her husband's testimony. 

Clemens' defense may 


have regained the momen¬ 
tum the day before when a 
scientist testified that the 
government's physical evi¬ 
dence against the former 
pitcher could have been 
contaminated. 

"The weight of the evi¬ 
dence in this case is lack¬ 
ing because of the potential 
for contamination," forensic 
toxicologist Bruce Gold- 
berger, a witness for the 
defense, said Tuesday. 

Government witnesses 
have testified that some of 
the items saved by McNa¬ 
mee had both steroids and 
Clemens' DNA. Goldberger 
didn't challenge that but 
said the government's con¬ 
clusions that Clemens had 
used steroids were over¬ 
reaching. 

"You have to be certain, 
you have to be definite," 
said Goldberger, director of 
the University of Florida's 
William R. Maples Center 
for Forensic Medicine. 

Clemens lawyer Rusty 
Hardin steered Goldberg¬ 
er through his attack on 
the government evidence. 
What if the evidence had 
been stored in McNamee's 
house for several years, 
Hardin asked, and then 
laid out in his lawyer's of¬ 
fice before it was turned 
over to federal authorities? 

"All of that compromises 
the integrity and reliabil¬ 
ity of the evidence," re¬ 
plied Goldberger, who has 
worked as a consultant to 
"CSI," the television drama 
about crime scene evi¬ 
dence analysts. 

And storing the evidence 


in a beer can makes the ev¬ 
idence even more suspect, 
he said, because the trace 
amounts of liquid left could 
facilitate the transfer of 
items in the can. Goldberg¬ 
er said that when he drinks 
a can of soda, there's some 
liquid left. 

During cross-examina¬ 
tion, prosecutor Daniel But¬ 
ler pointed out that Gold¬ 
berger didn't do any testing 
on the evidence. 

"Do you have any evi¬ 
dence from testing that 
there was cross-contami¬ 
nation?" he asked. 

Goldberger said he didn't 
but that no test could prove 
it one way or another. 

"Life is messy," said 
Butler, asking the scientist 
about items that his lab re¬ 
ceives from the field. 


"If you submit garbage 
to the laboratory, more 
than likely you're going to 
get garbage on the end," 
replied Goldberger, who 
stayed unshaken. 

The government near¬ 
ly kept him off the stand. 
Butler mounted a strong 
challenge to Goldberger's 
credentials as an expert 
witness. Judge Walton 
sounded ready to agree 
at one point: "He's being 
asked to give an opinion 
outside his expertise." 

But Clemens lawyer Har¬ 
din vehemently disagreed 
and eventually persuaded 
the judge to allow Gold¬ 
berger to testify with certain 
limits -- including not allow¬ 
ing him to discuss any pos¬ 
sibility the evidence was 
fabricated. 
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Kevin Garnett, Paul Pierce boost Celtics to 3-2 lead over Heat 



MIAMI -- A week ago, 
the Boston Celtics were 
too old. Three games later, 
they're one win away from 
the NBA Finals. 

And Miami -- the team 
that was constructed with 
hopes of supplanting Bos¬ 
ton as the power in the 
Eastern Conference -- is 
suddenly in big trouble. 

Kevin Garnett finished 
with 26 points and 11 
rebounds, Paul Pierce 
scored 19 -- including a 
huge 3-pointer over LeB- 
ron James' outstretched 
arm with 52.9 seconds left 
-- and the Celtics beat the 
Heat 94-90 on Tuesday 
night, taking a 3-2 lead in 
the East finals that now 
shift to Boston for Game 6 
on Thursday night. 

"We've done nothing," 
Celtics coach Doc Rivers 
said. "We're playing a heck 
of a basketball team. So 
just because we're going 
to Boston, I told them, we 
have to play. They're not 
going to give it to us. We 
have to go get it." 

James finished with 30 
points and 13 rebounds 
for Miami, though he went 
8 minutes without scoring 
in the final quarter. Dwy- 
ane Wadescored 27 for the 
Heat, who got no more than 
nine from anyone else. 

"We wouldn't want to be 
in this situation but we nev¬ 
er get too high or too low in 
a series," James said. "We 
had an opportunity to come 
home and take a lead, but 
we didn't. So we have to 
go up to Boston and win a 
game." 

Pierce's 3 put Boston up 
90-86. Miami got within two 
points twice, and argued 
that it should have had a 
steal with 8.8 seconds left. 
Instead, a foul was called 
on Udonis Haslem, Garnett 
made two free throws, and 
the Celtics knew they had 


just stolen one on Miami's 
home floor. 

Now all they need is one 
home win of their own to 
clinch a trip to either Okla¬ 
homa City or San Antonio 
for Game 1 of the NBA Fi¬ 
nals. The title series starts 
June 12. 

"Right now," Celtics 
guard Ray Allen said, "the 
next game is Game 7." 

The Celtics were down 
by 13 points in the second 
quarter, then down nine in 
the third, and answered 
both times -- prevailing on 
a night where they shot just 
41 percent, and got out- 
rebounded 49-39. 

"We stayed with it," Gar¬ 
nett said. "We had a rough 
first quarter, first half. We 
got our stops and made our 
run ourselves. And when 
we had to, we had stops." 

Allen and Mickael Pietrus 
scored 13 apiece for the 
Celtics, who got 10 from 
Brandon Bass. Pietrus hit 
two huge 3-pointers in the 
fourth quarter for Boston, 
which remained perfect 
with this core when facing 
maybe the most pivotal sit¬ 
uation a best-of-seven can 
offer -- a Game 5 with a se¬ 
ries tied 2-2. 

Pierce, Garnett, Rajon 
Rondo and Allen are now 
9-0 in that scenario. 

"We came in with the 
right focus," Pierce said. 
"That was key for us." 

So Game 5s are magi¬ 
cal for Boston. Sometimes, 
they are for James as well. 

And sometimes -- this 
one included -- they're not. 

James' most memorable 
moments have come in 
Game 5s, like the epic 48 
points where he just carried 
Cleveland on every pos¬ 
session down the stretch 
at Detroit in 2007, and the 
120-88 loss to the Celtics in 
2010, his last home game 
with the Cavaliers. 


This one offered more 
theater, of course. James 
hit a 3-pointer to give Mi¬ 
ami a two-point lead with 
8:10 left, closed out on 
Pierce to force an airball on 
the next possession, and 
eventually Miami pushed 
the margin out to 78-72 
on a layup by Wade with 
6:17 to play. On that play, 
James looked gassed, 
gasping for air as he stood 
near the baseline. 

Those might have been 
the last gasps the Miami 
home crowd sees this sea¬ 
son. Boston closed on a 
22-12 run. 

"Every time we got them 
down, they made runs," 
James said. "They made 
us stagnant offensively, got 
stops and got back in the 
game." 

Boston tied the game 
twice early in the third quar¬ 
ter, before Miami peeled 
off nine straight points to 
go up 59-50. Four players 
scored for the Heat dur¬ 
ing that quick burst, high¬ 
lighted by Shane Battier's 
corner 3-pointer and a 
lazy turnover from Rondo, 
who threw the ball into the 
backcourt without being 
pressured by any Miami 
defender. 

But just as they did in 
the first half when Miami 
looked poised to pull away, 
the Celtics rallied -- and 
then some. A15-1 run gave 
the Celtics a truckload 
of momentum and 65-60 
lead going into the fourth, 
capped by Keyon Dooling 
connecting on a 3-pointer 
from near the Miami bench 
with 2 seconds left. 

There were four lead 
changes in the fourth quar¬ 
ter, and the game was tied 
for the final time when 
Wade made an acrobatic 
layup with 1:39 to play. 

Miami never led again. 

"We played hard," Battier 


said. "We just didn't play in¬ 
telligent." 

Miami didn't lead by 
more than eight points at 
any time in the three pre¬ 
vious games of the series. 
The Heat changed that 
quickly, and maybe it was 
fitting that Chris Bosh got 
them their first double-digit 
advantage since Game 1. 

Bosh came off the bench 
for his first minutes since 
straining a lower abdomi¬ 
nal muscle in Game 1 of 
Miami's second-round se¬ 
ries against Indiana. His 
three-point play with 1:17 
left in the opening quarter 
-- punctuated with a stare- 
down for some cheering 
fans -- capped a 24-13 Mi¬ 
ami run to open the game. 
James made a 3-pointer 
with 9:39 left in the half, 
and the Heat went up 31- 
18. 

Bosh played just over 14 
minutes in his return after 
missing nine games with 
a lower abdominal strain. 
He scored nine points and 
grabbed seven rebounds, 
six of them offensive, on 3 
for 8 shooting. 

"I think coach did a good 
job of trying to not overdo 
it," Wade said of Spoel- 
stra's handling of Bosh. 
"Obviously, we would have 
loved for him to stay out 
there but you can't overdo 
it on his first time back. We 
saw some good things, so 
I'm sure he will play a lot 
more next game." 

But despite making his 


first appearance in the se¬ 
ries, Bosh was well aware 
of what lies ahead for his 
team. 

"It's going to be an ex¬ 
tremely difficult time," Bosh 
said. "But that's what the 
playoffs are about. In order 
to get to where we want to 
go, we're going to have to 
face huge challenges. And 
I think we're in the biggest 
challenge of our lives right 
now, of our professional 
careers. We just have to 
overcome it. It's going to 
be very, very difficult. But 
that's how it's supposed to 
be." 

The Celtics did what Mi¬ 
ami did to them in Games 
3 and 4 at Boston. They 
started chipping away. 

Miami missed 15 of its fi¬ 
nal 17 shots of the first half, 
with four turnovers thrown 
in there as well, and the 
Celtics took advantage. Af¬ 
ter James' 3-pointer, Bos¬ 
ton outscored Miami 22-11 
to close the second quar¬ 
ter -- Garnett got six of his 
eight first-half points in the 
final 3:09 -- and the once- 
sizable Heat lead was 
down to 42-40 by intermis¬ 
sion. 

"We just told our guys, 
'Hang in there, just hang 
in there, don't overreact,' 
" Rivers said. "The longer 
we're in the game, the bet¬ 
ter we'll play." 

That was the way Game 
5 went. 

And the series has gone 
the same way. 
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Tommy Lasorda 


had heart attack 


NEW YORK - Hall of Fame 
manager Tommy Lasorda was 
hospitalized in stable condition 
Tuesday, a day after having a 
"mild" heart attack while represent¬ 
ing the Los Angeles Dodgers at the 
Major League Baseball draft. 

The Dodgers said doctors in¬ 
serted a stent to repair a blocked 
artery in Lasorda's heart. The en¬ 
ergetic, enthusiastic 84-year-old 
was resting comfortably and there 
was a chance he could return to 


California on Wednesday. 

"The doctors confirmed I do 
bleed Dodger Blue. I'm looking for¬ 
ward to being back at the stadium 
to cheer on the Dodgers," Lasorda 
said, according to the Dodgers' 
Twitter feed. 

Arizona Diamondbacks man¬ 
ager Kirk Gibson took Lasorda's 
sense of humor as a sign that he is 
doing all right. 

"He's had a couple [attacks] be¬ 
fore, so he's in New York for the 


draft and probably went out and 
pounded a huge meal, and went 
down," said Gibson, who was man¬ 
aged by Lasorda during his playing 
career. 

"I've eaten several meals with 
him, so I know what it's like. I felt 
like I was having a heart attack af¬ 
ter eating with him as well." 

TMZ first reported Lasorda's 
condition. He is in his sixth decade 
working for the Dodgers organiza¬ 
tion, starting out as a pitcher when 
the team was still in Brooklyn. 

Lasorda had a heart attack in 
June 1996 while he was the Dodg¬ 
ers' manager and retired the next 
month. He guided the Dodgers to 
1,599 victories and won the World 
Series in 1981 and 1988, the 
team's last two titles. 

The Dodgers won four NL pen¬ 
nants and eight division titles in his 
20-year career. 

Lasorda has worked in the 
team's front office since his retire¬ 
ment and has been a constant 
presence around the Dodgers. He 
was with them in spring training 


this year and drew a nice ovation 
at Dodger Stadium last week when 
he was at a game and his picture 
was shown on the video board. 

At the 2000 Sydney Olympics, 
Lasorda managed the U.S. team 
to a gold medal in baseball. 

Last September, in honor of La¬ 
sorda's birthday, current Dodgers 
manager Don Mattingly had Las¬ 
orda serve as an honorary coach 
in a game against San Francisco. 
He presented the lineup card to the 
umpires before the first pitch. 

Lasorda was in the New York 
area this week and was set to an¬ 
nounce the Dodgers' picks at the 
draft held across the Hudson River 
in New Jersey. 

Before Tuesday's game against 
the Phillies at Citizens Bank Park, 
Mattingly said he had spoken with 
Colin Gunderson, Lasorda's per¬ 
sonal assistant, and received a 
positive report. 

"Colin said Tommy is feeling 
good and wants to say hi to ev¬ 
erybody. He's just tired," Mattingly 
said. "He's in good spirits. It's one 
of those things I'm 
glad they caught 
early." 

Angels manag¬ 
er Mike Scioscia, 
whose entire play¬ 
ing career was un¬ 
der Lasorda, said 
he sent a text mes¬ 
sage to Lasorda 
and spoke with his 
wife, Jo. The An¬ 
gels play a series 
at Dodger Stadium 
starting Monday. 

"Naturally, we're 
concerned any 
time you get news 
like that," Scioscia 
said. "But all the 
reports are that 
he's resting com¬ 
fortably. Hopefully 
this will be just a lit¬ 
tle blip on the radar 
and we'll catch up 
with him when he's 
back out here and 
gets out to some 
ballgames."
